N international team of British athletes 
or, at any rate, most of them, for some 
stayed on to join in the Oslo Games 


flew home last Friday in their specially char 


tered aircraft after a crowded week in Berlin 
and Stockholm 
They had lost both of their two-day 


matches in those cities, the first, against Ger 
many, rather heavily, and the second, against 
an optimistic Sweden, by a few points in spite 
of winning eleven of the 20 events. It was 
a pleasure to watch both matches unfold them 
selves, even if the results seemed to strike at 


the idea that the standards of British athletics 


had risen sharply in the last few years. As at 
Helsinki, in the previous summer, the wounds 
were largely superficial compared with the 


experience offered to the competitors, which 
should prove of incalculable value 

One might add, for our women in these days 
are no mean allies at an Olympic Games, that 
about the same time that the men were appear 
ing in Berlin a women’s team were winning 
their international encounter with Germany in 
a stadium near Hanover, much to the joy of 
some thousands of British soldiers who formed 
a big proportion of the crowd

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THE COUNTRY HOUSES OF SIR JOHN SOANE

The bicentenary of Soane’s birth falls to-day. 
Born in the reign of George 11, when Lord 
Burlington was stull alive, he lived to within 
six months of Queen Victoria’s accession. Dur- 
ing his long life Soane made outstanding 
contributions to architecture by his buildings 
and teaching and by founding the Museum in 
Lincoli’s Inn Fields which bears his name. 


YOANE’S reputation as a designer of 
public buildings has overshadowed the 

h domestic side of hi prac ti« Not that 
this would have caused him undue concern 
for the works which lay nearest his heart were

attained some knowledge of the rudiments. of 
that noble art and a facility in drawing” by the 
time he was fifteen, when he left his birthplace, 
Goring-on-Thames, and came to London. He 
entered the office of the younger George Dance, 
but later transferr:d to that of Henry Holland, 
where he remained for several years. In 1776 
his design for a triumphal bridge won him the 
Royal Academy Gold Medal, and he was 
subsequently chosen by George III for a travelling 
scholarship. This enabled him to spend two 
happy years of study in Italy. He set off for 
Kome in 1778 and later visited Naples, where he 
made the acquaintance of a party of Englishmen 
who were on their way to Sicily and asked the 
young architect to join them as draughtsman. The 
travellers included Rowland Burdon, of Castle 
Iden, Samuel Bosanquet, who was the son of a 
wealthy London family, and John Patteson, of 
Norwich: all were to become Soane’s life-long 
friends They had hoped to extend their tour to 
Athens, but when this proved impossible the 
group split up, Soane visiting Vicenza with Mr. 
Burdon before returning to Rome. There, ‘“ani- 
mated by the contemplation of the majestic 
ruins,’ he spent much of his time in making 
designs for a Royal Palace, a British Senate 
House, and other ambitious subjects. 

After this unforgettable and promising start 
to his career, the eager young architect found the 
first months of home-coming hard to bear. He 
set up in practice on his own, but only a few 
minor alterations trickled in during 1781, and 
for nearly two years nothing of consequence 
materialised, Then suddenly in 1783 a crop of 
commis ions sprang up in Norfolk and Suffolk. It 
would seem that this was due largely to the 
efforts of Mr. Patteson, who had nov returned 
to Norwich, married an heiress, and taken a 
prominent place in civic affairs. On his recom 
mendation Soane was asked to design Blackfriars 
Bridge for Norwich Corporation, a successful 
and remunerative venture which brought him to 
the notice of several potential clients. Later Mr 
Patteson asked him to make adci ions to his house 
in Surrey Street, Norwich, built some years 
before by Robert Mylne. Although many changes 
have since been made within the house, two 
handsome chimney-pieces designed by Soane still 





survive. 

Soane’s first entirely new house was a modest 
parsonage at Saxlingham, six miles south of Nor 
wich, designed for Archdeacon Gooch in 1784. This 
was followed within a few months by commissions 
for houses at Letton, Shotesham, Tendring and

In 1800 Soane bought Pitzhanger Manor, 
Kaling, as a country villa for his own use, re 
building the greater portion and giving 
particular care to its furnishings and decora 
tion (Fig. 1). It was here that he first intro 
duced many of the sculptures, cinerary urns 
and other treasures now in the Museum at 
Lincoln’s Inn Fields, and in this remarkable 
setting took place those “Gothic feasts and 
intellectual banquets” with which he de 
lighted his friends. The same year saw the 
remodelling of part of Aynhoe Park, North 
amptonshire, for Mr. William Ralph Cart 
wright (Fig. 11) 

In 1803 came the only recorded instance 
of Soane’s use of Gothic within a private 
building. Probably no one else but his old 


friend and valued client the Marquess of 
Buckingham could thus have prevailed upon 
him, for, although Soane admired medizval 


architecture, he was never happy about its 
adaptation for modern buildings. The Mar 
quess (later Duke) of Buckingham was 
however, an assiduous collector, and as a 
repository for his “Saxon manuscripts’ had 
set his heart on a Gothic room, with its own 
vestibule and staircase, to be built on the 
garden side of the basement floor at Stowe 
Soane, apprehensive as to his Gothic abilities 
seems to have appealed to John Carter, the 
antiquarian draughtsman, for assistance, but 
later dispensed with him atter some misunder 
For two vears he wrestled with the 
designs. In February, 1806, Lord Bucking- 
ham still thought that he had “departed a

When Wotton, another of Lord Bu kingham s 
houses, was gutted by fire in 1820. Soane was 
asked to rebuild it For the exterior he followed 
the old design of a red brick facade with giant 
pilasters of stone, but he reduced its height by 
omitting the attics. Within, he introduced a splendid 
hall, akin to the two-storey “‘cenotaph’’ built to 
contain the statue of William Pitt in the National 
Debt Redemption Office in London (Fig, 9). Unfor 


tunately this hall and most of Soane’s internal work 
disappeared when in 1928 Wotton was extensively

the Nene Lovat Avon 
nearly every cottage home was dependent for

Though no longer practised upon anything 
like so extensive a scale as in the past, in all 
essentials the craft has probably changed less 
than any other. It is still peculiar to the Fens 
and the Broads, and fundamentally the work is 
the same.
